WAS DISTRIBUTED 


Gives Itemized Account of 
Money Legislators Got 
From Pittsburg Banks. 


KLEIN AFTER PAROLE 


Former Councilman, Who 
Confessed to Bribery, Starts 
Postcard ‘Campaign. 


PITTSBURG, .March 26.—The pool of 
$102,500 alleged to have been made up 
by six banks to obtain the deposits of 
city money through the votes of Coun- 
cilmen, that are now on the District 
Attorney’s gridiron, is the basis of a 
romance and tragedy, the end of which 
is not in sight. The presentments of 
the grand jury charge that the manipu- 
lation of this fund was done by the 
‘big five’. of the councils, William 
Brand, now in the penitentiary, John 
F. Klein, whose statement started the 
whole exposure; John Ferguson, Joseph 
Wasson, also in the penitentiary, and 
Selectman Charles Stewart, who com- 
posed the City Finance Committee. 

The following table compiled by the 
grand juror’s latest report on the status 
of graft shows where the $102,500 was 
distributed: 

Brand $15,100, Klein $14,600, Ferguson 
$12,650, Stewart $12,150, Wasson $17,150, 
Morris Ejnstein $5000, Henry M. Bolger 
$600, select councilmen- $12,000, common. 
councilmen $980, family of William 
Martin $2500, Two city clerks $1000, de- 
fense fund $5000, set aside for others 
$1760, total $102,ou0. 

The item “family of Martin,’’ relates 
to a sum which was set apart by coun- 
cilmen for the care of the family of 
former councilman Martin, while he 
was in the penitentiary. Martin was 
convicted in another graft case and was 
released a few months ago, having 
served his term.

A young woman, now Hving in Ed- 
wardsvilie, who formerly was a men- 
ber of Pastor Daib'’s congregation at 
Troy, and who for a time lived in the 
minister’s home, has been mentioned in 
the charges azainst Pastor Daib, who 
is now in charge of a church at Car- 
linville. 

Whether the young woman will ap- 
pear as a witness is not known to the 
officers of St. Paul’s congregation. 
Pastor Daib has been invited to ap- 
pear, but has not indicated whether 
he will be present. 

Pastors and lay officers of churches 
throughout the Southern Illinois synod 
of the Luthran church will attend the 
If the charges are sustained, 
it-is said that’ action wil be taken af- 
fecting Pastor Daib s ‘ministerial stand- 
ing. 

Members of Pastor Daib’s family, 
speaking over the ‘ong distadnce tele- 
phone from Carlinville in his absence 
from the house Saturday, said ther 
could not tell whether he would appear 
at the hearing. Mrs. Daib said she 
and her hvshand had no statement to 
make at present about the maiter. 

Quit His Pastocrate. 

Pastor Daib resigned the pastorate of 
St. Paul’s Church last summer, at about 
the time that rumors of unbecoming 
conduct on his part were first circu- 
lated. 

After he removed to Carlinville, and 
the Troy - congregation calles a new 
pastor, the charges began to be gen- 
‘Perally discussed: The Board of Biders 
was requested by members of the con- 
gregation to make an inquiry, so that, 
if the charges were unfounded, the re- 
ports could be stopped. 

Defenders pf the former pastor point- 
ed out that his wife, who had heard 
the reports, had stood by him. The 
young woman whose name was men- 
tloned is 22 years old. 

The Board of Elders recently held a 
meeting, and after consulting. pastors 
in. neighboring towns, decided to hold 
a hearing. 

Prof. C. Kellerman, principal of the 
Troy public schools and clerk of the 
congregation, was instructed to notify 
the former pastor to attend. Pref. Kel- 
lerman said Saturday that he had re- 
ceived no definite reply from the Rev. 
Mr. Daib. 

“ Other Wemen Invelved. 

“The hearing will be held Sunday 
week whether he attends or not,“ said 
Prof. Kellerman. “The congregation !s 
anxious to determine the truth or fal- 
sity of the charges. If they are sus-_ 
tained, the question of punishment will 
be one for the officials of thé .South- 
ern Illinois synod to determine.”’ 

It was reported that the name of 
more than one young woman hed been 
involved in the charges, but Prof. Kel- 
lerman said he had definite knowledge 
of only one. She is not now in Troy, 
he said, and he did not know whether 
she would be heard. Other witnesses, 
he said, would testify to certain oc- 
currences which caused the circulation 
of the reports.

Ten brave firemen rushed into a 
burning building at Seventh street and 
Russell avenue at 2:30 a. m. Saturday 
and saved nine lives. 

They belonged to Tom, an aged and 
jhighly respectable cat, the property of 
Emil J. Rotty, whose place had been 
set on fire by a burglar. 

Rotty was aroused from sleep at his 
home, 1005 Morrison avenue, by a mes- 


senger, wro told him of the fire. Bee- 
ing that his place was doomed, he 
raised an alarm concerning his cats. 
His first thought was of Tom. 

Fearlessly into the flames leaped ten 
willing firemen. Groping around on the 
second floor of the burning feed store, 
and peering among the bales of blazing 
hay, they came upon the venerable 
Tem and bore him down a .ladder to 
safety. 

Thomas Faints. 

Overcome by heat and, excitement, 
Thomas keeled over in a faint. € old 
'water was dashed into his face and he 
was revived, bnt the aged Felis Do— 
mestica swooned again when informed 
that his four beloved grandchildren, 
who had been asleep in Rotty’s 93ffice, 
had been cremated, 

Thus perished 3 ilves at the hands of 
@ careless or vindiciive burglar.

BANK CLERK TELL 
HOW HE DROPPED 
“$180,000 AT FARO 


Alleged Embezzler Describes 
New York “Layout” 
Which Ruined Him. 


By Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 26.—If a 


} confession made yesterday by Georg: 


W. Coleman and given out today by 
his attorney, Henry H. Winslow, Cole- 
man, who is charged with embezzlement 


_|from the National City Bank, of Cam- 


bridge, admitted that he took $180,000 
and that nearly every cent of it was 
lost in trying to “break a faro bank,” 
in New York. Coleman stated that he 
was introduced to the game by a Bos- 
icn man, several years ago, and lost 
$35,000 of his own at that time. 

Two years later he met other Boston 
men who interested him in the same 
game, he said, and between last May 
and February he made at least fifty 
trips to New York, taking with him 
each time sums varying from $2000 to 
$5000, all of which he lost. , These men, 
sald Coleman, knew where the money 
was coming from as. he had told them 
he was “getting in wrong.” 

* Disclosures at Home. 

The alleged disclosures were made at 
Coleman’s home in Cambridge, in the 
presence. of two Cambridge police or- 
ficials, Coleman's attorney, Mr. Win- 
slow, Wilson W. Lockhart, the young 
assistant of Coleman at the bank, who 
is also charged with embezzlement and 
@ newspaper reporter. 3 

The men with whom he went to New 
York, Coleman said,-and to whom he 
entrusted his money, he understood 
were to place a like sum against the 
faro game. At different times they 
went to several housés all above Fif- 
tieth street, he said, but he could not 
remember the addresses. He never saw 
the other men’s money. Several times 
after he had lost all he had the men 
sent him back to Boston to obtain more 
money, which he did. When asked if 
he ever suspected anything, Coleman 
replied : ; 

Accused Nervous. 

“Yes, once I said: ‘Wnat is the mat- 
ter with the bank down there? I can’t 
stand this forever.’ "’ 

Coleman stated that when he knew 
that the bank shortage was being sus- 
pected and he would have to gO away, 


When he 
reached Kansas City, he said, there was 
a telegraph order for $250 awaiting him 
there, but he could not get it because 
he was unable to identify himself un- 
der the assumed name he had take.

Co-Operative Farming. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I see that many of your readers would like to farm, 
but have not got the money. Why not start co-op- 
erative farming? If 25 families (all living in one part 
of the city) would unite and each take a share of 
$200, that would make $6000. With this they could buy 
10 acres of land ‘close to the city at $400 per acre, 
making $4000. That would leave $1000 to stock the 
farm. Now, 
stockholder would have to pay $60 to stock the farm, 
80 the would-be farmer would go out and start work 
right away. The rest could be paid in $5 monthly in- 
stallments. Now, the former would just provide thé 
2% families with miik, vegetables and eggs. Each 
day he would make his gounds and put the amount 
each family takes in a book. Each month there would 
be a meeting and the midney paid. Now if the avefT- 
age for a family would be $2 for milk, $2 vegetables, 
$1 eggs, or $5 in all, it would be $125 monthly income. 
Of this $25 would go for @xpenses, such as ice, extra 
feed fér cows and chickens. One-half the farmer? 
should get for his work and the other half the stock- 
holders would get, or $2 each stockholder.

Those theories and beliefs 
grow quite largely from a recollection of 
a father who prayed that strength 
might be given John Brown on the day.

It 
would be difficult to more strikingly 
and yet sanely contrast the difference 
between a theoretic and a practical 
view of the negro problem than Octave 
Thanet has done in this book. We get 
the atmosphere of New England on the 
subject, and then are given an almost 
photographic portrayal of conditions as 
they are in the South. The negro’s 
joys and sorrows, his strength and his 
weaknesses are shown in.an absorbing 
story. There is little or no preaching— 
what there is being conveyed. through 
the mouths of the characters them- 
selves, and having such intimate relation. 
to the progress of the story as to be 
essential to its interest. Nevertheless, 
in effect, the book is a powerful brief 
for the education of the negro 
along practical lines of industrial use- 
fulness. That he should learn to crawl 
before he attempts to walk is the con- 
clusion of the reader who sympathizes 
with the author’s view—as one ts quite 
likely to do before laying the volume 
down. None of which is to be taken to 
mean that “By Inheritance” is ,a mere 
preachment. Far from it. Delightful

SCIENCE AND IMMORTALITY. 


EWMAN SMYTH Gelivered a lec- 
N ture at the University of London 

which was the origin of a little 
book entitled “Modern Belief in Immor- 
tality,”” in which Mr. Smyth tries to 
dispel the shadow of unreality which 
modern thought has threwn over the 
faith of the ages in the persistence of 
the personality beyond the dissolution 
of the body. 

Mr. Smyth’s argument is on strictly 
scientific lines. He makes a good, point 
in calling attention to the fact’ that 
modern research has completely changed 
our views of matter—the atom, once 
looked upon as eternal and indivisible, 
has been shown to be nothing more 
than a fecus of energy. If thought and 
experiment have thus enabled us to peep 


veil of. the material, who shall say that 
we may not also unravel the riddle of 
the persistence of personality, which is 
the highest form of energy. Evolution, 
as the great orderly force which science 
recognizes in all its researches, is also 
relied upon by the author as a means 
of re-enforcing faith in immortality. It 
is unreasonable to suppose that the uni- 
verse would push us forward on the 
path towards perfection as far as we 
have come, and then suddenly permit 
our extinguishment long befere we had 
reached the goal. Our present body, 
though wonderful in adaptation, is 
far from ideal. Nor is the mind of 
the greatest man ever completé. No 
one, however ambitious and capable, 
has ever been able to realize more than 
@ small portion of his dreams. These 
arguments, and others, especially the 
one based on the persistence of the per- 
sonality in spite of countless changes 
in the body and its environment, are so 
presented as to make a helpful little 
volume to place alongside others on this 
interesting theme.
